THE  CHANGE  was  made  to 
“facilitate  cooperation”  between 
the  two  forces,  but  Security  of- 
ficers will  still  remain  deputy 
sheriffs  of  Utah  County,  posi- 
tions they  have  held  for  two  and 
one-half  years. 

Security  will  continue  to  be 
maintained  by  the  University, 
however,  they  can  now  cross  city 
lines  “in  pursuit”  without  dis- 
turbing existing  police  authority. 

This  does  not  mean  that  Sec- 
urity officers  will  check  traffic 
violations  downtown,  nor  will 
Provo  police  operate  on  campus 
except  in  extreme  cases,  he  said.

Anj’^  full-time  student  not  ^n  disciplinaiy  probation  is 
eligible  for  membership  (No  exclusive  cliques.)  The  only 
limitations  allowed  are  the  natural  ones  of  major  field  of 
interest,  national  charter,  grade  point  average  or  geography. 


EACH  ORGANIZATION  must  have  its  constitution  and 
bylaws  approved  by  the  IOC  Board,  Student  Coordinator  and 
Dean  of  Students.  (No  “societies  of  fiiends”) 

Disciplinary  action  must  be  taken  directly  by  either  the 
Student  Coordinator  or  the  IOC

Next  on  the  program,  the  wood- 
winds, directed  by  Prof.  Darrel 
Stubbs,  will  be  featured  in  “Ser- 
enade No.  11  in  E flat  Major” 
by  W.  A.  Mozart.  The  brass  sec- 
tion, conducted  by  Ned  Meredith 
will  then  demonstrate  its  skill  in 
“The  Brass  Square”  by  Earl  Zin- 
dars. 

The  concert  will  conclude  with 
Igor  Stavlnsky’s  “Petrouchka.” 
This  ballet  suite,  about  the  tragic 
fate  ^of  the  puppet  Petrouchka, 
is  one  of  the  most  complex  pieces 
written  for  orchestra,  Prof.  Lay- 
cock said.

Pulitzer  Prize  Winner . . . 


Columnist  To  Address  Forum 


Pulitzer  Prize-winning  column- 
ist Hanson  Baldwin,  will  polish 
off  BYU’s  Forum  series  at  10  a.m. 
Thui'sday  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
with  “Where  Da  We  Go  From 
Here?” 

He  won  his  Pulizter  for  his 
“brilliant  coverage”  of  World 
War  II  in  the  South  Pacific  and  is 
currently  considered  by  many  to 
be  the  foremost  military  analyist 
in  the  nation. 

IN  1943,  the  same  year  he  won 
the  journalism  prize,  Mr.  Baldwin 
was  made  military  editor  of  the 
New  York  Times,  a position  he 
still  holds. 

An  Annapolis  graduate,  he  re- 
signed from  the  Navy  after  three 
years  service  to  take  up  journal- 
ism with  the  Baltimore  Sun  in 
1927. 

HIS  MOST  recent  book,  “The 
Great  Arms  Race,”  first  appeared 
as  a series  of  articles  for  his 
paper.  He  has  written  numerous 
articles  for  leading  magazines, 
and  is  a popular  guest  on  radio 
and  television. 

Mr.  Baldwin  was  one  of  the 
selected  group  of  newsmen 
chosen  to  cover  the  first  public 


test  of  the  atomic  bomb  in  1953 
in  Nevada.  His  report  of  the 
incident  and  its  possible  repercus- 
sion has  been  hailed  as  a classic.

Don’t  Sell  Writers  To  Employer 


As  graduation  approaches  and 
a new  batch  of  seniors  plan  to 
enter  the  working  world,  BYU 
students  are  beginning  to  fill  the 
mail  with  job  applications. 

Before  the  annual  search  for 
permanent  work  and  summer 
jobs  is  over,  applicants  may  want 
to  take  a few  hints  from  Charles 
H.  Branch,  editor  of  “20  Best  Job 
Application  Letters.” 


“MOST  JOB  APPLICATION 

letters  from  college  seniors  and 
new  graduates  are  inept  and  inef- 
fectual,” he  said.  “The  problems 
aren’t  so  obvious  as  misspellings, 
poor  grammar  and  punctuation 
errors,  through  these  do  occur  in 
a few. 

“The  main  problem  is  in  ‘tone’ 
of  voice  and  general  approach,” 
Branch  said.  He  explained  that 
most  of  these  letters  are  cold, 
stiff  and  formal. 


“THE  WRITERS  obviously 
don’t  know  how  to  tackle  what 
personnel  managers  call  ‘the 
toughest  selling  job  in  the  world 
— selling  yourself,”  said  Branch. 
“They  don’t  know  whether  to 
make  their  letters  long  or  short, 
use  humor  or  avoid  it,  mention 
salary  or  save  it  for  later.” 

According  to  Branch,  personnel 
directors  “leap  witli  joy  at  the 
rare  letters  that  do  s^'  the  right 
things  in  the  right  way.”  Such  a 
letter  speaks  with  surefooted 
authority  in  natural,  warm  tones, 
he  said. 


BRANCH  SPENT  almost  a 
year  collecting  outstanding  job 
letters  for  his  new  book  of  “let- 
ters that  got  the  job.”  They  were 
obtained  from  the  files  of  leading 
businessmen  and  women  who 


^here  impressed  by  the  letters 
when  they  were  received. 

“All  twenty  are  actual  letters 
that  worked,”  said  Branch.  “They 
got  the  job  ...  or  the  interview 
that  got  the  job.”  ^ 

THESE  LETTERS  rise  above 
the  usual  a p p 1 i (ya  t i o n which 
Branch  describes  as  evasive,  neg- 
ative, apologetic  or  defensive.  The 
typical  letter  may  contain  trans- 
parent exaggerations'and  numer- 
ous irrelevancies.  They  also  often 
use  words  and  phrases  that  are 
stilted,  archaic,  and  pretentious. 

Published  by  Hendrix  House, 
the  book  sells  for  $1.95.

Elder  Critchlow  related  some  of 
the  needs  that  have  been  set  forth 
by  philosophers  and  thinkers  of 
the  ages:  world  peace,  content- 
ment of  mind,  freedom,  and  the 
need  for  courtesy  “to  smooth  any 
way  of  life.” 

HE  THEN  defined  the  “great- 
est and  oldest  need  of  all — the 
need  for  repentance.” 

The  speaker  mentioned  the 
university  of  sin  and  warned 
against  deceiving  by  saying  that 
sins  do  not  exist  in  individuals. 

The  first  step  in  becoming  re- 
nf^ntant  is  simply  to  list  sins  com- 
mitted, before  even  deciding  to 
rid  oneself  of  them.
